Various attempts have heen 
made to devise machines to break the 
hemp by steam or other power, with 
or!y partial success.

Cultivated hemp seed of the oest 
strains of Chinese hemp are for sale 
on the market at around $4.50 a 
bushel. The best seed is produced 
along river coursr-s where a more 
constant supply of moisture is at- 
tained. 

Not M exceed 3,00 acres of hemp 
was produced in the Bluegra s last 
year, when formerly the annual acre- 
age was from 35,000 to 40,000 acres. 
Several farmers who have grown 
hemp for many years and ceased :'ts 
cultivation to grow tobacco, are go- 
ing to plant thirty to a thousand 
acres, and already have purchas- ci 
the seed. 

The Indiana hemp is not as good 
as the Bluegrass product, yet it is 
a splendid substitute. The Indiana 
farmers can not produce as good 
quality of seed as Kentuckians do 
and they will soon be in the market 
for seed.

LATEST WAR NEWS. 

The waters around Great Britian 
and Ireland, including the whole of 
the English Chanel, are declared a 
war zone by the German Admirality, 
to take effect after February 18. 
"Every enemy ship," says the an- 
nouncement, "will be destroyed, ev- 
en if it is impossible to avert dangers 
which threaten the crews and pas- 
sengrs." Warning is given that neu- 
tral ships ar in danger* 

The French captured 300 meters of 
German trenches near Heburtern 
and their fire reached convoys and as- 
sembly points, according to the Paris 
War Office report. In the valley of 
the Aisne. batteries were silencel, 
caissons blown up and aeroplanes put 
to flight. At Verdun an aeroplane 
was brought down and the aviators 
captured. 

The Austro-Hungaiian forces have 
evacuated Tarnow, after the Russians 
bombarded the place with heavy mor- 
tars, .according to an announcement 
by the Austro-Hunganan War Press 
I Bureau. 

A force of 12,000 Turks attempted 
to cross the Suez Canal on rafts, 
I when the British force, in waiting, 
j drove them back. Many Turks were 
killed and captured, recording to the 
oftfcial statement issued at Cairo.
